A Proclamation forthe reſtraining of the 


Impartation of Iron VVyer into this Kingdome, 
and for the ſupport of that Manufacture. 


Hereas Iron V Vyer is a manufacture long practiſed vvithin 


a1 this Realme, and by that Trade and Myſtery many thouſands of 

[|| Our louing Subiects haue been foz along time well and honeſtly 

employed andſet on woꝛke; And by meanes thereof, great num- 

vers ofexpert andſkilfull men in that Arte and Dcience haue been 

trained vp, who are now deſtitute of any other pzofeſſion 02 
No JAY] meanes whereby to get their linings, 

— And whereas Engliſh u9yer, being made of the tougheſt and 
beſt Olmond Iron, (a native Commoditie of this Kingdome ) is of much better vſe,then 
that Jron wyer Which commeth from foꝛreigne parts, eſpecially foz the making of good 
Wooll Cards,. without which no good Cloth can be made: And this hath appeared vnto Us 
bythe Certilitates ot diuers Clothiers, C ird makers, Card - oper · dꝛawers, and the Farmozs 
of Our Cuſtomes, to whom the examination thereofhath been referred. 

And whereas by the wyer dꝛawers of diuers parts of this Our KRingdome, ſundzy tom⸗ 
plaints haue beene made vnto Us, that by reaſon of the great quantities of foꝛreigne Jron 
Wyer lately impoꝛted into this Our Nealme ol England, (whereok allo a great part is fally 
and deceitfully made and wzought ) Our ſayd pooze Dubiects who make Jron wer cannot 
be ſet on wozke in their Uocations of usyer-making and wyer dꝛawing. noꝛ are able to ton⸗ 
tinue in the exertile of their ſayd Trades, whereby ſo commendable and p:ofitable an Arte is 
like wholly to be loſt in this our Kingdome, and the makers of Wooll· Cards are muchde- 
cetued by that foꝛreigne Wyer; and they who vle thoſe Cards much moze : whereby great pze- 
tudice will ariſe to Us and Our people, and to the whole Trade of Clothing within this 
Realme, except ſome ſpeedy courſe be taken foz redzeſſe ofſo great an tnconuenience. 

Wee well weighing the danger and pꝛeindite that may happen to this Our Kingdome, by 
being lerued onely from foꝛreigne parts, witha Commoditte of ſo great neceſſity, and conti 
nuall vſe as wer is, either in time of warre,when little oz none canbeimpozted, oz elſe when 
fozreigne parts ſhall finde other Markets oꝛ Uentsfoz that Commoditie, oz when at their 
owne pleaſures they may rayſe their pziſes vpon Us, oꝛ ſerue Us, with falle and vnſeruite

able yer, Which would tend much to the dichononr of this Our Ration, and diſadnantage 


of Us and Our louing Subiects. | 

And finding that ſundzy good Lawes and Statutes haue fozmerly been made, pzohdbiting 
the Impoꝛtation of foꝛreigne Wool cards, and of the ſaid foꝛreigne Jron Wyer, and diners o⸗ 
ther Manufactures made of Wyper, koꝛ the better theriſhing a encouraging of lo pꝛolitadle and 
neceſſarte a Manufacture within this Kingdome, but that the execution of thole good Lawes 
hath of late beene much negletted; wee taking theſe things into Our Pꝛintely conſideration, 
by the aduite of Our P2ztuy Countell, haue thought fit as well to pꝛohibite the Impoꝛtation 
of foꝛreigne Iron Wyer, and Cards made offozreigne never, and of Hookes and Eyes, and o⸗ 
ther Manufactures made of Jron per onely, as to pꝛouide that all Cards made Within 
theſeOurKingdomes and Domtntons, be well and ſubſtantially made, without any fraud oꝛ 
deceit: Doe therefoze hereby ſtraitly Charge and Com mand all and ſingular perſon and per⸗ 
ſons whatſocuer , aſwell Dur owne naturall bozne Subiects, as Dentzens and Strangers, 
that none ofthem, noꝛ any other perſon oꝛ perſons whatloeuer, doe at any time oꝛ timeshere- 
alter attempt 02 pꝛeſume to bꝛing, oꝛ cauſe to bee bzought into theſe Our Realmes of England 
02 Ireland, 02 any other Dur Domintons, oz into any the Pozts, Hauens, Creekes 02 Plates of 
any of them, any fozreigne Jron ugyer, oꝛ Cards made of foꝛreigne Pron voyer, oꝛ other Ma · 
nulactures afoꝛeſaid, in greater oꝛ leſſer quantities, made oꝛ to be made in any foꝛreigne Part 
oꝛ Place whatſoeuer, oꝛ any Wool Cards made within this Kingdome, and which haue once 
been expoꝛted from hence, vpon paine of fozfeiture of all and euery quantitie and quantities of 
the ſaid fozreigne Jron Wper, and Cards made ol foꝛreigne per, and ot other the Manufac⸗ 
tures made onely of yer as afozeſatd, ſo bzought oꝛ cauſed to bee bꝛought in to Dur ſaid 
Realmes and Dominions, contrarie to this Our Royal Commandement. 

And Our will and pleaſure is, that all ſuch fozreigne Jron Wyer, and Cards made of 
yer, and Panufactures of Wyer afozeſacd, which hall bee impoꝛted contrarie to theſe pze- 
ſents, ſhall by ſuchperſon and perſons who ſhall letze the ſame be foꝛthwith carried and con⸗ 
ueyed into Our Cuſtome-Houſe within Our Pozt of London, and other Cuſtome-houſes of 
that Pozt where the ſameſhall be ſeized, without ſelling, vttering, compounding oꝛ deltuering 
any part thereof, befoze the lame be thither bꝛought and deliuered as afozeſaid, vpon paine of 
our high Indignation e diſpleaſure, and ofſach further paines,penalties and puniſhments as 
by the Lawes+ Statutes ofthis Pur Realme, oz QurPzerogattue Royallfoz the contempt 
of Our commandement in this behalfe, can oz may any way be inflicted vpon them, oꝛ any of 
them fo offending, contrary to the true intent ; meaning of theſe pzeſents: And to that end and 
purpole, ee doe hereby require and command all and ſingular the Officers of Our Cu- 
ſtomes, oꝛ attending the lame. within all and enery the Poꝛts #Hauens of theſe Pur Realmes 
and Dominions, and the Creekes and Members of the ſame Pozts, that they and enery of 
them doe fromand after the date hereofat all times foꝛbeare to take any entry, oꝛ entries oꝛ to 
take oꝛ make any compoſition oꝛ compoſitions foꝛ any Cuſtome, Subſidie, oz other Þutte, foz, 
oꝛ vpon any foꝛreigne u9per, oꝛ Cards made of fozreigne Wyer, 02 other the Manufactures 
made onely ot Iron wyer as afoꝛeſaid, bzought, oz to be bzought into theſe Dur Realmes oꝛ 
Domintons from any fozreigne parts. And allo that they, and all, and euery other Our Of- 
ficers and Pimlterwdoe ſtay and ſeize the ſame, as fozfeited and confiſcated, to the vie and vſes 
hereafter ſpecified, vpdu paine of fozfeiture of their Offices, and of vndergoing Our high in 


dignation and diſpleaſure foꝛ their neglect herein, with ſuch further paines and puniſhments 
as bythe Lawes and Statutes of this Our Realme, oꝛ by Pur Pzerogatine Royall,foz the 
fame their contempts and dekanits, may any way be inflicted vpon them. 


And whereas an ble oꝛ cuſtome hath lately crept into this Kingdome by ſome ill diſpoſed 
perſons, moꝛe regarding their owne pꝛiuate gaine and lucre, then the good of the Common- 
wealth, to buy vp old caſt Cards within this Kingdome, and doe ſcowz2e, tranſlate, and trim 
vp the ſame,and ſellthem againe to vnſkiifull conntrey people foz new Cards; by meanes 
whereofthe Cloth made of Wool carded with ſuch Cards, is falſified to the great loſſe and hin- 
derance ofthe Clothier, the deteit and pꝛeiudite of Our Subiects, who doe buy and weare the 
lame, and to the dilcreditofthe trade ol Clothing, being the chiefeſt and richeſt Commoditte of 
this Our Kingdome. 

Theſe are therefoze further to require and tommand, that no perſon oz perſons doe at any 
time oꝛ times hereafter attempt oꝛ pzeſume to Bup, Sell, Barter, Vent, oꝛ put to Sale with⸗ 
in any of Our ſaid Kingdomes, oz Domintons, oꝛ to expoꝛt into any foꝛreigne parts any old 
caſt Wool⸗Cards whatſoeuer, vpon paine offozfeiture and confiſcation thereof, and ſuch other 
paynes, penalties and puniſhments, as by the Tawes and Statutes of this Realme, oz by 
Our Pꝛerogatiue Royal tan oꝛ may be inflicted vpon them. But that theſame old Caſt Wool⸗ 
Cards being offered to ſale be ſeized to Our ble, by any Our Officers oz Dublects, and to bee 
bzought into Dur Cuſtome : houles within QurPozt of London,oz other Poꝛts afoꝛeſaid. 

And to the end Our intention herein may take the better effect ; Our will and command 
is, and we doe hereby declare Our pleaſure tobe, that ſuch perſon and perſons as ſhall make 
ſetzure of any of the laid foꝛreigne Jron Wyer, oꝛ of any Cards made of fozreigne wWyer, 02 
manufactures made of Jron wWyer only,ozof any oldcaſt v2ool-Cards,tranflated oz trimmed 
vp, and put to ſale as afozeſaid, contrarie to Our Royal commandement herein ſignified,ſhall 
haue and receine to his oꝛ their owne ble and vſes, onemoyetie oꝛ halfe part of the ſaid Jron 
Wyer, 02 Cards made of foꝛreigne wyer , 02 old caſt Wool: Cards, oz other manufactures 
made of u9yer onely as afozeſazd, ſo by him oz them ſetzed oz to be ſetzed. as afozeſaid, the other 
moietie thereofto be reſerued to Our ble. 

And foꝛ the better execution of this Our pꝛeſent will and Commandement, wee doe ſtraitly 
charge and command all Juſtices of Peate, Maioꝛs, Sheriffs. Bailiffs, Conſtables, Headbo- 
roughs, Tithingmen, x all other Our Officers, Miniſters, c louing Subietts, to whom it ſhal 
02 may appertaine, that they and euer of them, at all time and times hereafter,# from time to 
time be aiding and aſſiſting to Dur layd Cuſtomers Collectoꝛs, Searchers, Waiters, and to all 
other perſon and perſons imploped foꝛthe ſearching in any Ship, Houſe, Ware houſe oz Celler. 
and foz ſetzing, taking, and carrying away of all and euery ſuch Jron Wyer, and Cardes 
made of foꝛreigne Wyer, and other manufacture made of yer impoꝛted, oz hereafter to bee 
impoꝛted contrary to this Pur Royall pꝛohibition and commandement. And if any ſhall 
offend herein, oz bee found remiſſe oz negligent in the execution ofthe pꝛemiſſes, and notice 
thereofbegiuento Our Attourney generall fo: the time being, that hee doe pꝛoteed againſt all 
and euery perſon and perſons ſo offending in Dur high Court of Starre-chamber , oꝛ in any 
other Dur Courts of Juſtice, oꝛ otherwtle, by ſuch wayes and meanes as are by the Lawes, 
oꝛ Dtatutes ofthis Realme pꝛouided againſt ſuch as ſhall offend herein, tontrary to the Law, 
and contrary to Our Royall Commandement. | |
